FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER  1943^ 


To  The  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Halesworth  Urban  District 

Council. 


Gentlemen, 

Once  more  the  Minister  of  Health  requires  an  interim 
report  only  and  that  Vital  Statistics  and  other  records  should  be 
carefully  preserved  as  before. 

Diptheria  immunisation  was  continued  and  the  high  figures  of 
the  past  maintained.  The  co-operation  of  the  County  Council  was 
an  aid  to  this  good  result. 

Of  131  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the  year, 

124  were  cases  of  Measles  notified  from  May  to  August.  Of  the 
remainder  3 were  in-patients  at  the  Patrick  Stead  Hospital  who  did 
not  belong  to  the  Urban  District. 

WATER.  The  Water  supply  of  the  Town  is  drawn  from  a 4j£ 
test-bore  sunk  in  1922.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  good,  iron 
being  removed  at  the  works.  The  quantity  Is  sufficient  but  the 
margin  is  small  and  a period  of  drought  might  caHise  some  difficulty. 
A larger  supply  will  be  required  when  the  proposed  sev/erage  system 
comes  into  operation.  The  supply  is  constant  and  approximately 
88$  of  the  premises  in  the  District  are  supplied  directly.  The 
remainder  are  mostly  beyond  the  piped  area,  a few  still  depending 
on  their  own  wells.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-  solvent  action, 
and  is  permanently  chlorinated.
